The construction which requires foreign 
vessels to cive bonds if they clear for a free 
port, but exempts them if they clear for 
a prohibited port, shallonly excite my ad- 
miration at so sensible a law; but I shall 
not. at present, attempt to disturb it. 

As to the prohibited ports, lam glad 
to find the secretary admitting that the 
courts of law must ultimately decide what 
are ane what are not prohibited ports. 
But, then again, I so much incline toa 
different opinion from the secretary, as to 
St. Domingo. that were Ia merchant, 
and coud plan a promising vovage to that 
Island, | should not hesitate one moment 
te do so, trusting to the decision of the 
courts of law to declare the voyage legal. 

As to his rule that all places that are 
er may hereafter become possessed by a 
conqueror, are forbidder ports, I suspect 
it will be found to be liable to so many 
exceptions as to render it norule at all. 

The construction that allows the owners 
to sell their vessels abroad, and at the 
same time holds them subject to the pen- 
alty. of their custom house bonds, I con- 
fess T cannot comprehend. 

The declared intention of the act is to 

prevent American citizens from trading 
with France or England and their depen- 
dencies. Accordingly bonds are demand- 
ed from every shipper, that he will not so 
trade, nor is there any thing more re- 
quired by the act. But here comes a 
supplementary circular, declaring that not 
only the American ship owners shall not 
so trade. but that a Swedish or Spanish or 
Portuguese purchaser of the vessel abroad 
shall not so trade, in an American bottom, 
after she has been so bona fide purchased ; 
and that if any such~ foreign purchaser 
shall so employ the vessel so bought, it 
siall be a forfeiture of the bond given 
here by the American merchant. Tuxis 
NFEV8R CAN BE LAw’ This construction 
of the executive department of govern- 
rent partakes of the same arbitrary and 
unwarrantable intermeddling with pro- 
perty which was first broached in the forc- 
sng act: It in fact is to deprive the own- 
er of the power of alienation, and is there- 
fore a capital infringement on his rights. 
“ Property, my lords, (says the great 
lord Chath@am,) is the sole and entire do- 
minion of the owner. None can intermed- 
die with it. It is a unity ; a mathemati- 
cal point. It is an atom ; untangible by 
any but the proprietor. Touch it—and 
the owner loses his whole property. The 
touch contaminates the whole mass; the 
whole property vanishes The touch of 
another annihilates it—-—For, whatever is 
a man’s own, is absolutely and exclusive- 
bis own.” 

One word more while I am on this 
point. Mr. Gallatin in the circular before 
Us, S°¥S :— 

“ The provisions in that section, which 
relates to the production of a certificate of 
the landing of the cargo only, establish the 
shecies of proof requisite in that respect.” 

That I deny,” (as Sterne begins one 
of his sermons.) The clause in the Non- 
Intercourse act relating to the certificate, 
iS this: 

* And the party or parties to the above 
mentioned bond shall, within a reasonable 
time after the date of the same.to be expres- 
sed in the said bund, produce to the collec- 
tor of the district from which the vessel 
shall have been cleared, a certificate of the 
landing of the same, in the same manner 
as is provided by law, for the landing of 
goods experted with the privilege of draw- 
back; on failure whereof, the bond shal] 
be put in suit; and in every such suit, 
judgment shall be given against the dec- 
fendant or defendants, unless frroof shall be 
troduced” of such re-landing, or Joss ,at 
sea.” 

I certainly admit that the meaning of 
this provision is not the most obvious; 
but let us not be disheartened. I fancy 
we shall be able to extract it at length, 
although, if 1 can read English, it isa 
Meening quite different from that set up 
by Mr. Gailatin. 

In the first place a bond is necessary, 
which on the face of it obliges the party 
to produce a certificate of the landing of 
the property ; of course nothing else shall 
enuue him to have his bond cancelled by 
the collector ; and on failure to do so, the 
bond shall be put in suit. But then comes 
the last sentence and exonerates the obli- 
gee on his froducing proof of such relan- 
ding : Now what is or is not such froof 
must be left to a court and jury. Any 
thing that satisfies them is froof. Should 
the certificate be lost and one or two cred-

GALLATIN’s SECOND DECREE. 
“ Treasury Department, March 18, !809. 


« Sir—I sent you on the 3d inst. togeth- 
er with the non-intercourse act, some 
general instructions which, on the first 
impression, appeared necessary in order 
to preserve uniformity in its execution. 
Some of those may not be sufficiently ex- 
plicit. 

« On one important point, I have, from 
a further consideration of the several sec- 
tions of the act, been induced to alter 
my opinion ; and new questions have 
arisen on which several of the collectors 
have applied for instructions. 

“ The expressions used in the sixteenth 
section of the act, had at first impressed a 
belief that vessels owned in whole or in part 
by foreigners could not be cleared for Eng- 
lish or French ports» But on more mi- 
nute investigation of the thirteenth section 
of the act and of the provision. of the first 
section of the Embargo act, passed on the 
twenty-second of December, 1807, I think 
thatopinion to have beenerroneous. Ves- 
seJs owned in whole or in part by foreign- 
ers are still permitted, in conformity with 
the said provisio, to depart either in bal- 
last or with cargoes which they brought 
in, and which have not been landed, for 
any foreign port whatever. If they shall 
clear for a port with which commercial in- 
tercourse is permitted to American ves- 
sels by the act ofthe first instant, they 
must give bond in conformity with the 
1Sth section of the said act, that they 
shall not proceed to a forbidden port ; but 
if they are bound to a forbidden port no 
bond is necessary, and they may be per- 
mitted te clear accordingly.—This ap- 
plies as well to English or French, as to 
any other foreign vessels. But the pro- 
visos of the act ef 22d of Dec. 1807, be- 
ing still unrepealed in all its parts, and 
the act itself being repealed in part only, 
so far as relatesto vessels owned by citi- 
zens of the U.S. vessels owned in whole 
or in part by foreigners are still forbidden 
to take on board any new cargo. Amer- 
ican vessels are permitted to go only to 
the ports net forbidden by the act of the 
Ist inst. and may export there every spe- 
cies of merchandize. Foreign vessels may 
depart for any foreign port whatever, but 
cannot take on board or export apy mer- 
chandize either foreign or domestic, other 
than was on board when notified of the 
embargo, or in other words, as it relates 
to all foreign vessels now in the U. States, 
Other than the cargoes they may have 
brought in, and which have not been lan- 
ded. 

“On the subject of ports for which 
clearances may be granted or must be re- 
fused to American vessels, I will observe, 
that as the legality or illegality of the voy- 
age can, in doubtful cases, be determined 
only by the courts of the United States, 
that question can never be affected either 
by granting or refusing a clearance. The 
forms of bonds which have been transmit- 
ted by the comptroller, are in conformity 
with the expressions used in the act; and 
it must be clearly understood that as, on 
the one hand the condition of the bond 
may not,on trial be deemed forfeited in ev- 
ery instance where a vessel shall have pro- 
ceeded to a port for which a clearance had 
been refused ; so on the other hand errors 
may be committed in granting clearances 
for ports which the courts may ultimate- 
ly judge to have been forbidden by law, 
and it is not intended thatthe mere act of 
thus granting a clearance shall release the 
party from the penalty which may be 
incurred by pursuing an illegal voyage. 

“I am still of opinion that no clearance 
can be granted for any part of the Island 
of San Domingo, or of the kingdom of It- 
aly. The Independence of St. Domingo 
has not been acknowledged by any act of 
government ; and if not independent, it is 
a dependency of France.—The kingdom 
of Italy which now includes Venice and 
Leghorn, though not annexed to France, 
is governed inthe name of the French 
emperor, and is not only in fact but in 
name, one of his dependencies —There 
are portsin Spain and Portugal, which 
may hereafter be exclusively in the pes- 
session of Great-Britain or France, and 
for which clearances should according to 
circumstances, be refused. It is under- 
stood, that at present, they are all under 
the nominal government of a Spanish sove- 
reign, or of the Prince Regent of Portu- 
gal, and that therefore clearances may be 
granted for all. The rule must be, that 
places held in the name of the sovereign 
of the country, though garrisoned by Brit- 
ish or French troops, are not to be consid- 
ered as forbidden ports. But, if conquer- 
ed by either, as in the caseof Lisbon be- 
fore its evacuation by the French, tney are 
exclusively in the possession of the con- 
querors and therefore forbidden. 

“ There is nothing in the law which 
forbids the sale of American vessels a- 
broad; but the condition of the bond re- 
quired by the thirteenth section is, that 
they shall not proceed to any British or 
French port. The condition of the bond 
will be considered by this department as 
forfcited, and the bond put in suit, if, pri- 
or totheir return to the United States, 
and during the continuance of the act 
they shall proceed to such port whether 


} they have been sold or remain the proper- 


ty ofthe same owners. The provisions 
iM that section which relate to the produc- 
tion of u certificate of the landing of the 





corgo only establish the species of proof 
requisite in that respect, but do not affect 
that part of the bond by which the vessels 
are altogether forbidden to proceed to cer- 
tain ports.” 

Konds given under the act of the ninth 
of January last in six times the value of 
the vessel and cargo, on the condition that 
vessels having cargoes on board shall not 
depart without a clearance, may be can- 
celied whenever the owners shall think 
proper to send such vessels and cargoes 
tou a port with which intercourse is per- 
mitted by the act of the first instant, and 
shall give bond in conformity with the | 3th 
section of the said act. 

The extention of the terms of credit al- 
lowed in certain cases on revenue bonds, 
by the acts of March 10, :808, and Janu- 
ary 12, 1809, continues in force, notwith- 
standing the partial repeal which has now 
taken place, that I do not perceive any 
further necessity for continuing the ex- 
traordinary expences which had been au- 
thorised for the purpose of enforcing those 
laws. All the autherities therefore which 
have been heretofore given to employ ad- 
ditional boats, officers or men for that pur- 
pose, must be considered as henceforth 
revoked. And under the existing circum- 
stances of the revenue, I have to request 
that you will as far as is practicable and 
consistent with the public service, reduce 
every branch ef expence incident to the 
collection of the duties, and connected 
with the performance of your official du- 
ties.

The District Bill. 


While his honor Judge Spencer, by so- 
phistry, and the jacobin printers, by bold 
and impudent lying, are endezvouring to 
justify this bill, we will, by a few words of 
plain truth, by a simple statement of facts, 
prove to the satisfaction of every honest 
man, that its introduction was one of the 
most daring and indefensible attacks on 
the rights of suffrage, ever attempted in a 
free government. 

The act, passed on the first of April, 
1808, “ apportiening the representation,” 
&e. directed the election of ‘wo senators 
in the Southern District—one in the Mid- 
dle—one in the Eastern—and five in the 
Western. Previous to the passing of this 
law, it was proposed by the federalists to 
equalize the districts, as well as to afjor- 
tion them—that being the time pointed 
out by the constitution. But the demo- 
crats, calculating with confidence on the 
success ef their ticket in the Western 
District, and being certain of the Southern, 
refused to equalize. The consequence 

was, that while the Middle and Eastern 
Districts, which, by their population, and 
by the old apportionment, were entitled to 
fifteen senators out of the thirty-two, elect- 
ed but ¢wo, and the Southern and Western 
elected seven. The democrats, having 
succeeded in this plan, (but not satisfied 
with an invasion of the people's rights un- 
der color of law and the constitution) ven- 
tured on the bold project of a new appor- 
tionment, and an equalization for the en- 
suing election. The bill for this purpose 
has been generally published, and isa 
document well worth preserving.—Ac- 
cording to the apportionment of last year, 
there were to be elected, from the South- 
ern District, one—Middle, two—Eastern, 
twomand Western, ‘Aree. But this new 
bill directed the election of three, in the 
Southern—one in the Middle—one in the 
Eastern—and three in the Western.—lt 
will readily be perceived, that by this new 
apportionment, the Southern and Western 
Districts would elect, in two years, thir- 
teen Senators, while the Middle and Eas- 
tern, entitled to the same representation 
by the new equalization, weuld elect but 
four. It will’also be perceived, that, by 
this kind of manouvering—by making a 
new apportionment and equalization every 
year, with so little regard to the rights of 
suffrage, the Western and Southern Dis- 
tricts might, in the rotine of one classifica- 
tion (four years) send twenty-four repre- 
sentatives to the Senate, while the Eastern 
and Middle would send but efgAz. 

Comments would destroy the force of 
such facts. The injustice of the scheme, 
is so plain and palpable—the motives of its 
authors are so manifest—that the whole 
project needs only to be seen to be de- 
tested, 

And yet, legibly stamped as it is with 
basencess and iniquity—wicked as it must 








ai 





appear in the eyes of honest men—it was 
persisted in by every democratin the house 
of assembly, by almost every one in the 
senate, and by Judge Yates, Judge Spen- 
cer, and his excellency the Governor, in 
the council of revision. Nay, Judge Spen- 
cer went so far as to get a long defence of 
the bill printed and circulated among the 
members of the legislature,while the ques- 
tion was pending whether it should be- 
come a law notwithstanding the objections 
of the council of revision ; and when this 
question was finally tried, the democrats 
again, to a man in the house, and with few 
exceptions in the senate, voted forthe bill. 

The bill was eventually lost, for want of 
the constitutional majority in the house ; 
and the projectors of the scheme, from that 
moment, omitted no oppertunity to abuse 
the independent members of the council 
of revision. De Witt Clinton and Gilbert 
in the senate—and German and Sanford 
in the house, in open debate, assailed them 
with rude and indecorous language—and 
after the chancery project (to put two 
more chancellors into the council) had 
failed, they attempted to get a law passed 
to add two more members to the council 
of revision, under the name of judges of 
the supreme court—thus to ensure the 
passage of any law, however unjust, op- 
pressive or unconstitutional. But, thank 
heaven ! their wiles and schemes are at 
an end—the people are preparing to dis- 
miss their unfaithful servants.—Let ty- 
rants and demagogues tremble at the lan- 
guage of our ballot-boxes.
